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Elba Jury Finds Ashe Guilty 
Of 2nd Degree Arson

A Coffee County jury has found 
former Elba businessman Frank Ashe 
guilty of second degree arson for the 
burning of his car dealership in May 
1980, 

After more than two hours of 
deliberation, the five woman, seven 
man jury returned a guilty verdict late 
Tuesday afternoon, Circuit Court Judge 
Riley Green delayed sentencing until 
March 31 at the request of the 
defendant. Ashe, 37, will be granted a 
pre-sentencing hearing at that time. A 
second degree arson conviction holds a 
sentence from two-ten years and a 
maximum $10,000 fine. 

The main witness for the prosecu- 
tion was Robert Cake, the man who was 
arrested only a few minutes after the 
fire which destroyed Frank Ashe Ford 
on May 27. Cake toid law enforcement 
officials and later testified in court that 
he and Ashe had planned the fire for the 
purpose of collecting insurance money. 

Cake, who lived in Alexander City, 
testified that Ashe began discussing 
burning the building with him in 
**March or April’’ before the actual fire 
in May. : 

Cake said he stored approximately 
30 gallons of gasoline and a container of 
varnish to be used in setting the fire in a 
back storeroom at the dealership at 
Ashe’s request. According to Cake, he 
and Ashe installed a padlock on the door 
of the storeroom and each of them kept 
a key. He said there was also 40 
additional gallons of gasoline at the car 
lot to be used in starting the blaze. 

Prosecutors Lewey Stephens Jr. and 
Joel Folmar contended that Ashe hired 
Cake, Roger E. Stroud and Teresa 
Stroud to burn the dealership and the 
conspiracy was planned without the 


consent of the building's owner, Foy 
English. The Strouds were also arrested 
the morning of the fire and charged with 
arson. Their trials have not been 
scheduled. 

Cake, who has previously served 
prison sentences for burglary, said he 
and Stroud went to the car lot shortly 
after midnight on May 27 and set the 
fire. They and Mrs. Stroud, who was 
suppose to pick the men up following 
the fire, were arrested near the scene 
within a few minutes. 

During his testimony, Cake said 
Ashe agreed to give him a new car and a 
trade-in on a pick-up truck as payment 
for burning the building. 

Ashe, taking the stand in his ows 
defense, said Cake had been his 
neighbor in Alexander City. and he 
never knew Cake had been in prison. 
According to him, Cake visited him in 
March to buy a new car and soon 
afterwards, he allowed the former 
neighbor to sell automobiles and parts 
as an ‘‘outside salesman’’. 

Defense attorney Frank Tiplar at- 
tempted to convince the jury that Cake 
had been stealing from the business and 
when he discovered the Small Business 
Administration (SBA) was preparing to 
conduct an audit of Frank Ashe Ford 
before approying a loan, Cake decided 
to cover his:tracks with fire. 

However, Stephens pointed out that 
a $150,000 SBA loan which Ashe had 
applied for was closed on May 2 and 
there was not a scheduled audit, 

Ashe said the contents of the 
building were insured for $175,000 and 
a race car insured for $48,000. James 
Ambrose, who worked as parts manager 
for Ashe, estimated that the value of the 
contents was $210,000 and the race car 
was valued at $90,000. Therefore, Ashe 


Trio Denies Guilt In Murder 
Of Rucker Soldier 


LaDonna Tucker, Donald Ray Ard, 
and Douglas Ard have pleaded innocent 
in the murder case of a Fort Rucker 
soldier. The three entered their pleas 
during arraignments in Coffee County 
Circuit Court earlier this week. 

Mrs. Tucker, 33, is charged with 
murder in the shooting death of her 
estranged husband, Sgt. Jimmy Tucker. 
Douglas Ard, described as Mrs. 
Tucker's companion, is also charged 
with murder and his brother, Donald 
Ray Ard, was indicted on a murder for 
hire charge which carries a possible 
death sentence. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts said the 
trials for the three will be in August 
or late fall. 


The victim's body was discovered in 
a burning pick-up truck on Jan. 24 near 
Kinston. Further investigations re- 
vealed he had been shot twice and the 


fire had been set deliberately. 

Mrs. Tucker and Douglas Ard were 
arrested in Enterprise several weeks 
after the murder and Ard's brother was 
later arrested in San Antonio, Tx.

maintained that the insurance did not 
cover the fire damages and that he had 
“nothing to do"’ with the fire. 

“No reasonable sane man would pay 
someone $10,000 to financially ruin him 
and his family,” Tiplar said. He noted 
that since the fire, Ashe lost his 
business, home, and life savings. 

However, Stephens reminded the 
jury that Ambrose had not been in the 
dealership since Friday before the fire 
on Tuesday morning and that some of 
the parts and equipment may have been 
removed from the building before the 
fire. 


Venue Charge 
Denied In 


Magwood Case 


A request for a change-of-venue in 
the trial of Billy Joe Magwood has been 
denied by Coffee County Circuit Court 
Judge Riley Green. Magwood is 
charged with first degree murder in the 
1979 slaying of former Sheriff Neil 
Grantham. 

In a decision released Monday, 
Green denied the request for the trial to 
be moved from Eiba because ‘‘evidence 
before the court does not show that an 
impartial trial and unbiased verdict 
could not be had." 

Magwood's court-appointed attor- 
neys, Joe Cassaday and Bill Stokes, 
requested the change-of-yenue due to 
excessive publicity surrounding the 
slaying. The attorneys felt their client 
could not receive a fair trial. 

More than 10 reporters were called 
to the stand during the four-hour 
hearing which was held on Feb. 19. 
Based on testimony, and evidence 
presented, Green ruled that prospective 
jurors should be able to disregard 
opinions they may have formed as a 
result of the publicity and render a fair 
verdict. 

Green also denied the attorneys’ 
motion requesting additional funds for 
psychiatric examinations for their 
client. Magwood was ruled competent 
to stand trial in April. 1980 by 
psychiatrists at Searcy Hospite! in 
Mount Vernon where he was hospi- 
talized for almost a year. 

Magwood will remain in Houston 
County jail until a trial date is set.

Reopening Of Elba Hydro 
Dam Ruled Not Feasible 


The Elba City Council Monday night 
heard representatives of G. Reynolds 
Watkins, the consulting engineers 
doing the feasibility study on the Elba 
hydro project, announce that the 
renovation of the facility to again 
generate electricity was not economic- 
ally feasible. 


The study had been commissioned 
last year under the administration of 
former Mayor Robert Folsom, who 
secured a loan from the Federal Energy 
Commission to make the study. Under 
the terms of the loan, the feds would 
convert 90% of the loan to an outright 
grant if the project proved to be 
unfeasible, as it ultimately has done. 
This is to encourage the studying of 
abandoned hydro dams for possible 
reopening. 


Mr. Ben Fister told the city fathers it 
would cost $8,800,000 for the construc- 
tion phase of the project, plus operating 
expenses. His figures indicated the 
facility would generate 12 million KWH 
per year at a cost of operation and debt 
retirement of $806,000. However, this 
could only be sold for $230,000, or at a 
one-half-million-dollar loss. This was 
assuming Elba could get a 50-50 grant 
from the federal government on the 
construction project. Even after 
operating the facility for thirty years. 
factoring in the present inflation 
rate, paying on the loan for all this time. 
the operating deficit would stili exceed 
$200,000, according to Fister. 

Fister said and used slides to point 
out damaging erosion to the mar! walls 
downstream and to the concrete por- 
tions of the dams; channel silt from Eiba 
to the dam; high water at times 
reaching to the top of the powerhouse

ff he is pinned under timbers or if factors to base the results of the study. 


Fister also noted that this area gets 
some of the cheapest electric rates in 
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the nation, with the Northeast paying 
three times the rate enjoyed in Elba. He 
also stated that studies showed there 
was actually an excess of available 
electricity in the area, and was 
projected to be this way for several 
years. 

The City Council accepted the report 
and thanked the engineers for their 
efforts. The report will be filed with the 
Department of Energy and must get 
their approval before formally discon- 
tinuing the study.

Bill To Limit 


Utility Project 


Senator Wallace Miller introduced a 
bill in the Alabama Senate last week 
that.if passed, will put a cap on how 
much utilities reguiated by the Public 
Service Commission can make. 


Miller's bill states that a fair net 
return shall! not exceed 10%. 


Senator Miller stated that the 
present law simply states that utilities 
shall be entitled to a just and reasonable 
rate, and a fair net return on the 
reasonable value of its property devoted 
to the public service. 


Miller said his bill, if passed, could 
save the consumers of Alabama over a 
hundred million dollars annually.

The contest was the 
Meats Illustrated Talk, and 
Melanie won !st place. 

The first step in getting 
ready for the contest was to 
prepare a speech that con- 
tained facts about beef. 
These facts ranged from how 
to tell the grade of beef to 
how beef should be cooked. 
Each contestant had to pre- 
pare visual aids to illustrate 
the facts contained in their 


speech, 
Melanie invented the 
recipe for the “dish she 


cooked by taking the best 
ingredients from several 
recipes. 
and her speech ‘The Texas 
Two-Step." 

The ingredients for the 
“Texas Two-Step”’ are: 

1 pound of ground beef 

2 large chopped onions 

1 large chopped bell 
pepper 

1 pound can of tomatoes 

1/2 cup uncooked rice 

1 to 2 teaspoons chili 
powder 

1% teaspoons salt 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 

1 can refrigerator biscuits 


The steps for cooking this 
dish are as follows: 

Brown the ground beef to 
a light brown color and drain 
off fat. Next add the 
chopped onion and the chop- 
ped bell pepper. Cook until 
the onion is tender, stirring 
often. 

The next step is to flatten 
the refrigerator biscuits, 
moisten the edges, and then 
place one tablespoon of the 
beef mixture on the flattened 
biscuit. Season with salt and 
pepper and cover’ with 
another biscuit. Press the 
edges of the biscuits to- 
gether. Then bake in a 400 
degree oven for 20 minutes 
or until the biscuits are 
slightly brown. The dish can 
be prepared and placed in 
the refrigerator overnight 
before baking. Add the rest 
of the beef mixture plus 24 
cups of water, cover and let 
simmer for 20 to 30 minutes.

PRUNING 

I notice a lot of corner 
plants have grown up and are 
almost to the eaves of the 
house. Our two landscaping 
experts, Sara Hutchinson 
and Dan Presley, point out 
that corner plants should not 
be allowed to grow higher 
than 2/3 of the distance from 
the ground up to the eaves of 
the house. 

You still have time to 
prune foundation plants 
around your home. Remem- 
ber to do some pruning, if 
necessary, near the base of 
the plant. On most plants 
new growth will occur where 
a limb is removed. This will 
keep your plant bushy near 
the base rather than becom- 
ing spindly.

Charles Cole announced 
prior to the start of this 
year’s basketball season that 
it would be his last season as 
acoach. Without a doubt, he 


saved the best for last! ‘‘I'm
